641—68.9(135) Variances.   The elevated blood lead (EBL) inspector/risk assessor may determine that a
chewable surface that would otherwise be identified as a hazard by this chapter is not causing or does not
have reasonable potential to cause lead exposure and is not required to be corrected through lead hazard
reduction. The elevated blood lead (EBL) inspector/risk assessor shall document the reason for this
determination in the inspection report. However, the elevated blood lead (EBL) inspector/risk assessor
shall not, under any circumstances, determine that any other surface meeting the definition of hazardous
lead-based paint does not need to be corrected through lead hazard reduction.
